Womens  organization 

celebrates 

50th  anniversary 


The  year  was  1946.  In  the  wake  of  World 
War  II.  Philadelphia  matrons  Margaret 
Hawkins  and  Sarah  Scott  called  together 
seven  friends  in  hopes  of  starting  a chain 
of  women’s  clubs,  a new  type  of  organiza- 
tion composed  of  friends  along  the  Eastern  seaboard 
that  would  respond  to  the  needs  and  aspirations  of 
Black  women.  There  were  other  groups  in  existence, 
but  the  two  w'omen  envisioned  a service-oriented 
organization  that  would  have  a three-fold  purpose — to 
promote  civic,  educational  and  cultural  concerns — 
and  to  lead  Black  women  into  postwar  .\merica. 

That  founding  meeting  50  years  ago  launched  the 
Links  Incorporated,  an  international  women’s  service 
organization  that  is  among  the  most  prestigious  associ- 
ations of  Black  women  in  the  country.  From  that  mod- 
est first  meeting  of  nine  women,  the  organization  bom 
in  the  wake  of  World  War  II  has  expanded  and  refined 
its  mission  and  membership,  endured  social  and  racial 
upheavals,  and  today  has  a membership  of 9,600  Black 
women  in  267  chapters  in  40  states,  Washington,  D.C., 
the  Bahamas  and  Frankfurt,  Germany. 

The  members  of  the  Links  celebrate  their  50th 
anniversary  in  July  in  New  Orleans  at  the  30th  nation- 
al assembly,  which  focuses  on  the  theme  “Empower- 
ing the  Attcan-American  Family  for  the  21st  Centu- 
ry.” Links  National  President  Patricia  Russell- 
McCloud,  an  attorney  and  public  speaker,  says  the

goal  of  the  organization  during  the 
convention  and  throughout  the  golden 
anniversar)’  year  is  "to  he  cognizant  of 
our  mission,  to  reusit  our  purpose  and 
to  celebrate  and  observe  our  job  well 
done."  That  mission,  she  emphasizes,

focuses  not  only  on  friendship,  but  also 
on  sers’ice  to  the  community.  “The 
mission  of  the  Links  is  to  reach  people 
at  their  point  of  need,  men  and  women, 
boys  and  girls,  domestically  and  inter- 
nationally,” she  says.  “Our  mission  is  to 
discern  the  need  and  fulfill  it.  whether 
that  is  tutoring  young  children  in  mid- 
dle school  or  visiting  the  elderly  at 
nursing  homes  or  putting  water  wells 
in  \iliages  in  Africa.  We  must  reserve 
the  culture  of  the  African-American 
experientx*  and  the  Dia.spora.” 


From  the  very  beginning,  the  Links 
has  been  an  organization  of  civic-  and 
communitt'-minded  women.  Over  the 
years,  the  organization  has  implement- 
ed programs  svith  the  purpose  of  fos- 
tering cultural  appreciation  through 
the  arts,  developing  richer  intergroup 
relations  and  helping  women  who  par- 
ticipate understand  and  accept  their 
social  and  civic  responsibilities.  Mar- 
garet Hawkins,  who  was  the  first  presi- 
dent of  the  Links  founding  chapter  in 
Philadelphia  and  later  national  presi- 
dent, is  remembered  as  “stunning,  artis- 
tic. sensitive  and  capable,”  Sarah  Sc-ott. 
who  was  vice  president  of  that  found- 
ing chapter  and  the  first  national  pies- 
idenl.  is  described  as  “charming,  friend- 
ly, hill  of  ideas  and  possessing  a deep 
sense  of  responsibilit)’  to  her  associ- 
ates." Both  were  young  mothers  active 
in  Jack  and  Jill  of  America,  and  both 
were  educators.  (Even  today,  most 
Links  are  married  women  who  are 
mothers,  and  many  work  in  the  field  of 
education.) 

Soon  after  the  Philadelphia  Links 
was  established,  Hawkins  and  Scott  set 
about  contacting  family  and  friends  in 
otlier  cities  who  might  be  interested  in 
stalling  chapters.  Many  of  the  women 
who  becami*  charter  or  early  members 
of  the  first  chapters  were  alreads' 
acquainted  through  memberships  in 
other  groups,  such  as  college  sorori- 
ties, Jack  and  Jill,  auxiliurs’  organiza- 
tions related  to  tlie  National  Medical 
As-sociation  and  tlie  National  Dental 
Association,  and  through  local  chap-

In  June  1949.  the  Links 
became  a national  organization  when 
40  members  met  at  the  first  national 
assembly  held  in  Philadelphia.  Four- 
teen chapters  were  represented,  in- 
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eluding  those  in  Atlantic  Cit),  Wash- 
ington. D.C.,  Baltimore.  Petersburg. 
Pittsburgh.  M'ilmington,  St.  Louis. 
Raleigh,  Wilson-Rock)  Mount-Tarboro. 
-New  York,  Da)1on  and  two  others  in 
New  Jersey. 

In  the  early  years,  a special  bond 
was  established  witli  the  .N.A.^CP.  .At 
tlie  1952  assembly,  the  Links  voled  to 
support  the  N.AACP  by  asking  each 
chapter  (o  take  oul  a life  membersliip 
(then  S5(X)).  In  1954,  the  oiganization 
pre.sented  a $28,000  check  to  Rov 
Wtlldns.  tlie  late  e.xecutive  secnetar)  of 
the  NA.'\CP.  To  date,  the  Links  has 
donated  more  than  SI  million  lo  the 
N.A.ACP  and  the  N/VACP  Legal  De- 
fense Fund,  and  another  $2  million  to 
the  United  Negro  Collc^ge  Fund.  In 
total,  tlie  Links  has  donated  more  tliaii 
SI5  million  to  charitable  urgani/ations. 
including  the  National  I'riian  League, 
the  National  Merit  .Achievement 
Foundation,  the  Dance  Theater  of 
Harlem,  the  Harlem  Bovs  Choir. 
.Africai-c  and  the  African  Water  Wells 
Project.  Ill  tlie  past  tsvo  sears,  officials 
say.  members  of  the  Links  have  donat- 
ed more  tiuui  2 million  soluiiteer  hours 
to  charitable  efforts.

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1979  to  address  the  urgent  problems 
of  societ)'.  Two  years  ago,  the  founda- 
tion launched  a major  fund-raising 
campaign;  more  than  $700,000  has 
been  raised  through  donations  from 
members  and  other  individuals,  corpo- 
rations. federal  grants  and  other  fund- 
ing sources, 

.\mong  the  foundation’s  programs  is 
Project  LEAD:  High  Expectations,  an 
ongoing  muitimillion-doilar  national 
projetl  designed  to  direct  children  away 
from  drug  abuse,  avoid  teenage  preg- 
nancy, prevent  sexually  transmitted 
diseases  and  instill  self-esteem  in  high- 
risk  African-American  youths.  Dr. 
Gladys  Gary  Vaughn,  director  of  the 
Services  to  Youth  Linkage,  says:  “The 
main  message  we  are  trying  to  convey 
to  our  Idds  is  that  if  you  stumble,  you 
can  get  up.  Our  programs  are  designed 
to  condition  youth  to  become  he^thv. 
responsible,  accountable,  educated  and 
contributing  citizens."  Integrating 
efforts  with  other  Links  programs,  Ser- 
vices to  Youth  concentrates  on  various 
issues,  including  violence,  education, 
health  and  wellness,  scholarship,  teen 
pregnancy.  HIV,  drug  abuse  and  expo- 
sure to  arts  and  culture. 

Since  the  early  years  of  the  organi- 
zation, the  Links  has  demonstrated  a 
concern  for  African  countries  through 
its  International  Trends  and  Services 
program,  headed  by  Dr.  Betty  Shabazz, 
the  widow  of  Malcolm  X.  The  Repub- 
lic of  Niger  was  awarded  the  Links  first 
international  gift  of  $500  in  the  ’50s. 
and  the  organization  was  invited  to 


participate  in  the  first  .American  Lead- 
ership Conference  on  .Africa  in  1962.  A 
delegation  of  79  Links  and  their  spous- 
es traveled  to  Nairobi.  Kenya,  to  par- 
ticipate in  Forum  '85.  and  die  organi- 
zation work-s  with  .Afric-are  projetis  to 
c*onstruct  water  wells  in  African  vil- 
lages. A program  is  in  plac’e  to  address 
the  humanitarian  needs  of  those  affect- 
ed by  famine  and  drouglit.  The  Links 
also  supports  foreign  students  who  are 
studying  at  American  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. 

The  .Arts  Linkage  has  the  purpose  of 
promoting  and  supporting  Amcan- 
American  literary,  visual  and  perform- 
ing arts.  Aaronetta  Hamilton  Pierce, 
director  of  the  Arts  Linkage,  says 
African-Americans  have  a rich  history 
of  creative  contributions  to  American 
culture.  “Our  goal  is  to  enrich  the  ap- 
preciation of  African-.\merican  artists 
and  the  creative  genius  of  their  lega- 
cy," she  adds. 

Gwendolvn  Lee,  director  of  the 
Links  National  Trends  and  Services, 
says  that  facet's  focus  is  to  revitalize  and 
nurture  a positive,  supportive  environ- 
ment in  the  African-American  commu- 


nity for  families.  "All  programs  are 
geared  around  the  preseiAution  of  the 
-African-American  family.”  she  says, 
.Among  the  prognuns  under  her  admin- 
istration are  legislativ'e  issues,  ec'onom- 
ic  development,  women  and  empower- 
ment. environmental  concerns,  civil 
rights,  educah'on  and  he;ilth  and  well- 
ness. 

Education  in  the  U.S.  is  a major 
focus  of  tlie  organiziition.  May  .Alice 
Ridley,  director  of  tlie  Education  link- 
age, savs  violence  in  our  schools  is  "ter- 
rifying.” Mjuiy  children  ai'e  afraid,  she 
savs,  and  others  might  as  well  stay  home 
because  all  they  can  think  about  in 
class  is  surviving.  "You  cannot  teach 
children  if  they  are  not  there.”  she 
savs.  “Our  programs  iu"e  bringing  the 
minds  and  bodies  of  children  back  into 
the  classroom."  Amtmg  the  pit>gnims 
in  the  Education  Linkage  are  Opera- 
tion L.l.V.E.  (Links  Insist  Violence 
be  Erased),  which  involves  Links  chap- 
ters. police  departments,  school  sys- 
tems and  parents;  ;ind  L.E.A.P.  (Links 
Education  Advancement  Plan),  which 
sponsors  programs,  career  fairs  and 
recruitment  drives  to  reintroduc'e  leach- 
ing as  a desirable  career  for  African- 
.American  students. 

Last  year,  the  Links  initiated  a new 
program,  Walk-.A-Thon  for  Health  and 
Hunger,  a project  promoting  good 
health  in  the  African-American  fam- 
ily. In  September  1995.  thousands  of 
Links,  along  with  family  and  friends, 
across  the  United  States,  in  Germany 
and  the  Bahamas  walked  in  the  name 
of  good  health  and  to  feed  the  hungry. 
Proceeds  were  donated  to  food  banks 
and  homeless  shelters.  The  pilot  pro- 
gram was  so  successful  that  the  Cen- 
ters for  Disease  Control  issued  a grant 
for  the  Links  to  continue  the  project 
on  a larger  scale.  Mary-  Clark,  the  Links 
Health  & Wellness  director,  says  the 
theme  is  Make  Health  A Habit.  “African- 
Americans  need  to  embrace  a lifestyle 
change  in  pursuing  good  health,"  she 
says.  “Moderate  exercise,  such  as  walk- 
ing, is  a step  in  the  right  direction.” 

W'ith  its  numerous  programs  and

mystique,  and  it  lessens  the  knowledge 
and  understanding  of  the  mission,"  she 
says.  “Therefore,  the  stereotypical  por- 
trayal that  gets  attached  relates  possi- 
bly, and  unfairly,  to  an  upper  middle 
class  that  is  insensitive  to  the  greater 
needs  in  the  community.  But  our 
record  speaks  for  itself,  and  in  the  past 
and  now  our  purpose  has  been  demon- 
strated, our  commitment  firm." 

She  adds  that  members  of  the  Links 
are  physicians,  attorneys,  engineers, 
educators,  entrepreneurs,  corporate 
executives  and  homemakers,  and  all 
use  their  considerable  resource  base  to 
improve  the  quality  of  life  for  others. 

The  Links  feel  that  the  most  press- 
ing social  need  that  the  organization  is 
addressing  today  is  the  qu^ity  of  pub- 
lic education.  The  Links  leadership 
advocates  a hands-on  approach  that 
goes  back  to  the  extended  family  con- 
cept of  neighborhoods  and  villages  in 
which  every  adult  considers  each  child 
his  or  her  responsibilit)’.  Consequently, 
each  child  can  stand  tall  and  have 
pride,  dignity,  integrity  and  character. 

Russell-McCloud  seeks  to  lead  by 
example  as  she  prepares  the  organiza- 
tion for  the  nejdt  century.  “I  want  my 
legacy  on  the  eve  of  the  millennium  to 
be  that  we  did  not  miss  this  opportuni- 
ty to  be  a viable,  dynamic,  comprehen- 
sive force  of  empowered  African- 
American  women,”  she  says.  “We  are  a 
cadre  of  competent  women  who  have 
our  fingers  on  the  pulse  of  the  possible, 
linkages  toward  the  possible.. ..We  have 
been  successful  because  we  under- 
stand that  those  of  us  to  whom  much  is 
given,  much  is  required,"  she  adds, 
“and  we  have  been  responsive  to  that 
through  our  programming."  □

she  was  2.9,  Betty 
Shabazz,  accompanied  by 
her  children,  watched,  horrified, 
as  assassins  gunned  her  husband 
down. 

L'ndaunted  and  unafraid,  she 
raised  the  children  on  her  own, 
in  the  full  glare  of  TV  cameras 
and  klieg  lights,  ami  went  on  to 
establish  her  own  persomt  as  an 
educational  expert  and  a keeper 
of  the  Malcolm  X flame.  In  the 
process,  the  woman  known  uni- 
versally as  Sister  Betty  faced 
more  than  her  share  of  trials,  but 
she  confronted  them  all,  giving 
.Atnerica,  and  Black  America 
especially,  one  of  the  great 
images  of  the  indomitable  tenaci- 
ty of  the  spirit,  and  especially 
the  indomitable  tenacity  of  spirit 
of  great  Black  women.  It  was  no 
accident,  therefore,  that  Sister 
Betty  broitght  so  much  courage 
to  the  task  of  facing  another 
trial — an  apartment  fire,  report- 
edly set  by  an  alienated  grand- 
son, that  left  her  with  third- 
degree  bums  over  80  percent  of 
her  body — in  a life  defined  by 
trials  and  triumphs  over  trials. 

We  followed  Sister  Betty  from 
the  house  in  East  Elmhttrst  to 
the  day  of  her  death  on  June  23, 
1997,  and  we  are  presenting,  in 
honor  of  her  spirit,  the  following 
photographs  of  her  journey.

RadclifTe  communit>’  to  an 
evening  of  vibrant  poetry 
and  drama.  Ms.  Qualls's 
one-woman  show,  enutled 
THE  LAST  WORD,  com- 
bines the  poetry  of  Afncan- 
American  wTiters  such  as 
Julia  Fields.  Jayne  Conez. 

Nikki  Giovanni,  and 
Langston  Hughes  with  per- 
sonal narratives  to  create  a 
unique  and  entertaining  cel- 
ebration of  literature  and 
hfe-  THE  LAST  WORD 
stresses  positive  self  imaging 
through  an  and  humor  for 
people  from  all  backgrounds.  It  encour- 
ages people  of  all  cultures  to  explore  the 
diversity  and  nchness  of  American  culture 
and  to  become  increasingly  knowledge- 
able and  open-minded  world  citizens. 

Ms  Qualls’s  unique  theatrical  style  has 
delighted  audiences  in  the  United  Sutes 
and  abroad.  She  is  co-founder  of  the  Clco 
Parker  Robinson  Dance  Ensemble  and 
was  a featured  performer  for  the  Rever- 
end Jesse  Jackson  during  his  1988  presi- 
dential campaign.  The  same  year  she  ap- 
peared at  the  Nauonal  Convention  for  the

Her  various  experiences  around  the 
world  were  very  much  in  evidence  during 
her  Han-ard  performance  of  poetry  and 
stones.
